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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The teachings of Maeshima (Of Record) discloses 
a plurality of slave control stations carrying out the function as the central control station are set as a substitute for the master control 
station when an inconvenience occurs (e.g., first time period), Para [0047]. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill that the slave station 
will still operate as a controlled terminal by implementing the teachings of Moriguchi who teaches the possibility of the central station 
returning (e.g., predetermined second time period). When the first time period elapses the substitute station transmits the descending 
control information. It would be readily apparent and obvious to one of ordinary skill, that the descending control information is a substitute 
frame of the descending control information transmitted before the first time period. In regards to the drawings submitted in the remarks of 
9/16/2010 illustrating the differences between the present invention and Moriguchi, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Moriguchi 
discloses two waiting time periods where after the first time period elapses, an alternate master node operates, and a second wait time for 
detecting return of the master, else operating as the master (central control station) as claimed in lines 15-18 of the claim. The drawing fails 
to illustrate the plurality of wait times. 
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
